fliers had been 


sighted only once, seventy minutes 
out from Samushiro, 275 miles north 
of Tokio. They -were reported pass- 
ing- Point Erimo, 110 miles north- 
eastward on Hokkaido island.

they should have been 
over the 


Aleutian islands of Alaska at mid- 
night 010 a. m. B. S. T.} 


Efforts of the Japanese radio sta- 


tion at Ochiishi and of other agen- 
cies to learn the fliers whereabouts 
were unavailing, although inquiries 
were sent to several Japanese and 
other vessels which might have been 
near the Moyle-Allen route. 


The steamship Hiye Maru leport- 


ed tonight its officers 
had kept a 


sharp lookout south of the western 
Aleutians, without 
sighting 
the 


plane. 
It was felt, however, that absence 


of word was not occasion for undue 
alarm. The fliers 
were believed to 


have swung northward of the ship- 
ping lane across the Pacific in order 
to shorten the flying distance.

CHIEF IS MURDERED 


Shot from Ambush at His 


Home—War on Bootleg- 
gers Believed Cause 


Bernardsville, N. J. — (ff)— An un- 


known-assailant shot and killed Po- 
lice Chief Charles Cavaneugh, 36, to- 
day as he stepped onto the porch of 
his home. 


State and Bernardsvllle police ex- 


pressed the belief the killing was in 
reprisal for recent raiding activities 
against bootleggers. 


Cavaneugh had just returned from 


a fire in the home of Isadore Pas- 
tridge a few yards from his own 
home when a shot sent a bullet past 
him to lodge in a trellis. He step- 
ped back to avade a second shot. A 
third struck him in the chest, de- 
flected and pierced his heart. 


He staggered to the etreet and 


died in the arms of Clarence Pop, 
a fireman who rushed to the scene 
on haring the shots. Pope said he 
asked Cavaneugh who shot him but 
was unable to obtain an answer. 


Police believe the assailant am- 


bushed himself in a dahlia bed near 
the chief's home. 


Police are seeking Pastridge for 


questioning. 
He was not at home 


when his house caught fire. Cava- 
neugh recently raided a place owned 
by Pastridge and managed by one of 
Cavaneugh's brothers.

TO ARM OR DISARM 


The disarmament convention upon 


which the eyes of the world will focus 
in critical style some months hence, 
is causing a restiveness among those 
•who do not want to disarm but are 
fearful of facing world condemnation 
if they refuse. 


The recent statement from a French 


minister urging- that all naval and mil- 
itary forces of the world be placed 
under the authority of the League of 
Nations to be used against a war ag- 
gressor is a plain indication of the 
French attitude. 


At least the French government is 


convinced that France's only safety 
lies in military preparation and it has 
taken the constant attitude that un- 
less given guarantees from the great 
and powerful nations of the world Jto 
come to its aid in case of attack it must 
and will prepare its own machine of 
war. 


The proposal to put the fighting 


forces of the world under the League 
of Nations is not only wholly imprac- 
tical but, France must know, will re- 
ceive immediate and curt dismissal 
irbm the powers. 


Under ordinary circumstances, and 


old affections of comradeship aside, 
France has no right to a greater army 
than Italy, Germany or any other na- 
tion. To concede her such a right is a 
consent to an intolerable condition. 
Equality among the powers is all that 
Anyone of'them can ask. Mora, than 
"that is an advantage which quickly 
grows into a threat and amounts to a 
force in world politics that augurs good 
for no one. 


Unless the disarmament convention 


succeeds in substantially disarming 
the world the opposite condition must 
be faced. We must then expect the na- 
tions to train their manhood for some 
coming and expected conflict, however 
much each may truthfully hate the very 
thought of it. Armies will again shake 
the ground as they did before 1914. 
Hundreds of millions will be spent in 
this costly and ruinous manner. 


That must not be the way of the fu- 


ture. 


This is a. propitious time, because of 


the penury that faces the nations of the 
world, to cut armaments and armies to 
the bone. That it may be done be- 
cause of the need of the times and the 
necessity of retrenching in budgets 
may be its excuse, but if it can be ac- 
complished for a period of years each 
nation affected will discover that it is 
better off and certainly as safe. 


Unless France agrees to a policy of 


disarmament Italy cannot be expected 
to. And in time Germany will again 
arm. 


Since this seems to have been the 


policy of the world for countless gen- 
erations to its great disadvantage the 
ordinary person so placed would look 
upon an 
innovation of policy as, at 


least, unlikely to make conditions 
worse and carrying potential seeds of 
betterment.

threatened return to the ring can have 
no deleterious effect. On the contrary, 
it should reawaken in heavyweight pu- 
gilism an interest which has become 
lethargic since Tunney and the Man- 
assa.

of successful accomplishments.

most without exception the effort is 
marked by failure, both physical and 
financial.

tically is a matter of conjecture.

Much Better Than Since 


Depression Started

Washington —(CPA)— Judging by 


reports from different parts of the 
country, the measures being taken 
by the administration for next win- 
ter's relief have led- to an impression 
that worse business conditions are 
expected. The truth is that there Is 
an- undercurrent of real optimism 
-here which is understated in public 
comment because in the past every 


^.effort to predict what was coming 


has been taken literally or miscon- 
strued. 


Officials are really uncertain how 


far they ought to go nowadays in 
emphasizing their 
conviction of 


what the underlying tone of busi- 
ness is, and, while relief Is necessary 
as a measure of prepardeness, no 
real fear exists that widespread dis- 
tress wm prevail. 


On the contrary, 
the evidence 


thus far Is that practically no ex- 
traordinary relief work 
has been 


done during the 
summer months 


and no reports of 
suffering have 


been made by local agencies. 


The latest data with reference to 


the contributions made by the Amer- 
ican people fo,r charity would indi- 
cate that the normal sums for the 
aid of unemployed or the absolute 
^penniless amount "to about seventy 
million dollars a year. 


Estimates Held Ample 


About one hundred ' and .twenty-. 


. five million dollars was spent last 


year-for relief w.ork, apart from the 
normal expenditures. The estimate 
for next winter would seem to in-, 
dicate that possibly twenty-five mil- 
lion to fifty million more might be 
need'ed, which is probably a. small 
eum when considered on a national 
basis. _ In other words* while nobody 
.-knows exactly how huch money will 
•be required, the estimates that are 
jnadp are considered ample for any 
emergencies that might arise. 


As a matter of'fact,' there is a 


good deal of talk about 7,000,000 per- 
sons unemployed as being the real 
number that has to be taken care of 
•next winter. Of this total It is cal- 
culated that about a million persons 
are in 
' the "I-won't-work" 
class, 


which Is always present In times of 
prosperity or depression. Another 
'million- and a half are supposed to 
be transients, who work either sea- 
•:«orially or who are idle in between 
migrations from one section of the 
'country to another for family rea- 
sons. There are some officials, who 
feel that about three and a half to 
four million is hearer 
the actual 


number of persons willing to' work 
who are unemployed1. 


During the 'summer, months Tiun- 
:'dreds of thousands have been put 
•on public road and public work con- 
Btruction and a census of.unemploy- 
ed might be expected to show a con-' 
•iderable decrease if it could -be ac- 
curately taken this month. 


Conditions Improve 


All this is not by any means a 


•normal situation 
or anything ap- 


proaching .normal but it is .pointed 
cut that conditions are far better 
than are generally believed. In oth- 
er words, business confidence, which 
Is so often related to popular be- 
liefs about the intensity of business 
declines, may rise from • now on if 
there is proof of persistent and suc- 
cessful effort being made to brin.f 
about readjustment in industry af- 
ter industry. 


The feeling here is that much 


progress has been made during the 
last twelve months to improve • a 
number 'of businesses and that taken 
as. a whole there is a decided turn 
for the better in many lines. News 
of a depression 
usually is given 


weight out of its proportions. Thus, 
the shoe and textile 
industries in 


New England have had very good 
I business In recent weeks, while the 
country as a whole has not heard 
much about those two industries ex- 
cept an occasional report reaching a 
limited number of people who are es- 
pecially interested in those fields. 


Comparisons Better 


During the next few weeks better 


reports are expected1 to flow from 
other sections of the country. This 
probably will be attributed to sea- 
sonal improvement, and it will be 
Interesting to see how much better 
September and October will prove 
than the corresponding months last 
year. 
From now on the compari- 


sons with a year ago 
will really 


prove heartening because it was in 
the autumn of last year 
that the 


business 
surve 
turned 
down 
so 


sharply when so many people had 
expected to see the end of the de- 
pression. 


If the last quarter oC 1931 is not 


better than the last quarter of 1930 
in the majority of businesses It is 
expected that the record at least will 
be equal, an* the remainder of this 
year may even compare favorably 
with a.ny. preceding period of 1931. 
The trend of feeling here is going to 
be more and more one of confidence 
and, while the winter may require 
extraordinary measures to take care. 
of the 
unemployed, the 
business1 


situation will be far better than the 
report on unemployment may indi- 
cate. Again it will be a question of 
emphasis and the country may be 
thinking more about unemployment 
than the gradual upward curve of 
general business.

When a. child enters school he 


must be assured that his body 
Is sacred. 
No hands are to be 


laid upon hJm save In affection. The 
school ataft must not only accept 
that Idea but they must know that it 
Is right. They must feel that It Is 
right. Further, they must abhor the 
thought "of striking a, child In 
the 


name of education. Force is not for 
the teacher. A teacher deals with 
the mind of a child. She leads him 
to think. No conduct at all worthy is 
aorn of force. The worthwhile sort 
:omes from right thinking". 


Can you Imagine a child thinking 


rightly after his teacher has struck 
iiim across the face? All the wrath 
of his savage ancestry, and there is 
;h» savage in every one of us, rises 
to the top. It is plain that one can- 
not be savage and cultured at one 
and the same time. It is also plain 
:hat if the worst instincts in a child 
are constantly brought to the sur- 
face they grow stronger and stay 
onger each time. Every appearance1 
makes the next more certain. If ed- 
ucation is-to strengthen good, quail-, 
ties and smother poor ones force is 
out of the question. And education 
HTJST strengthen good qualities and 
smother poor ones. Further, it must 
bring out the hidden good qualities 
:hat are under the surface and give' 
hem sufficient encouragement to al- 
ow them to make their presence 
felt. 


I am saying all this again because- 


I have a letter from a parent whose 
joy has been beaten with a. rubber 
hose; because he spat out of the 
schoolroom window. Spitting out of 
;he~. 
: window la, an unholy thing to 


do according to our code. The boy 


§w better. He was doing some-' 


thing that he knew > the 
teacher 


would loathe. It gave him; pleasure 
;o annoy that teacher. 
So he spat 


out..of_the window. And the teacher, 
being bigger and heavier, beat him 
with a rubber hose. .. 


The boy. was in the wrong. Boys 


are naturally; 'wrong in such situa- 
tions. But see -what happened. The 
:eacher flew into a-rage and beat the 
boy. 
Now a teacher is^ one who 


draws -out the good qualities in; a 
)0y 'or; girl: He Is to shed light'.In; 
dark places. He Is to illuminate the 
spirit of a child:so that it radiates 
>eauty, goodwill, and happiness. He 


to dispel Ignorance and implant 


knowledge. He Is to build up charr 
acter. He Is to be a savior to his 
children. He Is to know the inner 
meaning of those words of the great 
:eacher, . "Suffer little children 
to 


come unto me and forbid them not, 
Tor of such Is the kingdom of heav- 
en."

It Is hard to see the kingdom,of 


heaven expressed in the boy who 
spits out of the window. But It Is 
there. The kingdom of heaven "is 
within every human spirit, even the 
east and to our limited understand- 
ng, the worst. What made the boy 
do that? Why'did he,show the wot'st 
side of himself that day? Because 
:he feeling between him. and his 
:eacher was-wrong.' 
Nobody is to 


riame for that perhaps. It may be a 
misunderstanding, a matter of tem- 
peraments, a matter of opposing- tra- 
dition. But to the teacher all error is 
subject to the right understanding-. 
To the teacher Love Is all powerful. 
Torce, in the schoolroom, Is worse 
han useless.

and the patting has stimulated the 
circulation.

Fun- 
damentally the 
matter presents 
no r e a l dif- 
ficulties. 
I n 
measuring the 


supporting value of the opponent's 
hand for partner's uncontested 
notrump Takeout, the first ques- 
tion to determine Is whether the 
hand contains a Rebid in the suit 
originally named or has another 
alternative suit to offer as a pos- 
sible t-ump. II it is decided that 
the hand will play better at no- 
trump than a suit, then the Rule 
of Eight works -with extreme ac- 
curacy in determining w h a t 
should be bid. This rule can be 
stated as follows: 
The total of defensive honor- 
tricks in the pack will average »o 
produce at any bid about 8 out 
of the 13 tricks. Four tricks will 
be T -n with Aces and the re- 
maining four with lower honors 
as valued in the Standard Table 
on the defensive basis. The Rule 
of Eight will not work with any 
other count of hono-s because H 
is based on the fact that the 
average 
hand, 
which 
contains 
one-fourth of the total share of 
honors, and which includes even 
Queens and Knaves is worth 3 
honor-tricks plus. 
In rare cases 
honors will take 9 tricks and, 
s .ictly speaking, the count of de- 
fensive honor-tricks for .the four 
ha. ds is not 8 but between S-S1/^. 
Furthermore in applying the Rule 
of Eight to trump bids one must 
remember that any honor is apt 
to be ruffed and, therefore, while 
the riaximum count of 8% is con- 
stant the minimum may go bel-w 
8 tricks. 
The fact that the total bidding 
value of all 
defensive honors 
around the table at any bid an 
regardless of how they combine is 
between 8-8% honor-tricks is ^f 
decisive value in applying the 
process of elimination during the 
bidding. Through the simole use 
of the elimination process a play- 
er is aware at most stages of the 
minimum honor strength 
(and 
consequent game or penalty ex- 
pectancies) held in partnership 
and opponents' hands. 


The 4-5-5% Count 


Combined hands holding 4-4% 
honor-tricks will average to de- 
velop 3 low-card-tricks in addi- 
tion. The hands shoulij make 7 
tricks or one notrump. 
Combined hands containing 5% 
honor-tricks will average to de- 
velop in addition 3 to 4 low-card 
tricks. 
The hands should make 
three notrump. 
This simple 4-5-5% rule serves 
as a basis for notrump Takeouts 
and7 Raises. 
In revaluing hands It support 


of a suit Takeout, either Forcing 
or non-Forcing, the Opening Hand 
then 
oecomes 
the 
Responding 
Hand. He should assume a bare 
minimum Takeout, but a hand 
that offers some possibilities on 
the attack. His hand in support 
contains some e l e m e n t s of 
strength which it would not con- 
tain if he were the Declarer. Thus 
he counts: 
1. Trump length and honors. 
2. Low cards and honor-tricks 
in side suits. 
3. Ruffing tricks due to short 
suits (voids, singletons, and 
doubletons)—the a d d e d 
value. 
He now deducts the values of 


the Opening bid previously snown 
by him—the balance, if any, will 
show his rebid values. 
Take a concrete example from 
a recent match: 


th« Opening Hand bids five club* 
although he has a close six-bid. 
Th« partner, with solidity of the 
trump suit assured and holding 
slight additional values in thtt 
spade 
Queen, 
which probably 
solidifies that suit, now bids sii 
clubs, which was easily made. 
Another example, this time of 
a minor suit Takeout converted 
into a Slam declaration, although 
the Takeout did not disclose Forc- 
ing strength:

The principle 
of revaluation 


really thus presents no difficul- 
ties. 
Granted first the essential 


element of trump support, the 
Opening Hand counts his tricks 
as he did originally, but adding 
to the honor and length tricks 
any short suit (ruflibg) values 
w h i c h his holding justifies. 
Trump support, of course, is the 
first essential. This requires a min- 
imum of Queen, three, two or four 
small trumps in support of either 
a Forcing or non-Forcing Take- 
out. Given this require nent, the 
revaluation of the han.l in sup- 
port of any Takeout bid is easily 
made 
once 
the 
principle 
is 


grasped. 
All one really needs is 


to know what ptrtier already 
knows or assumes and then to 
proceed to tell him news.

Wisconsin by Assemblyman Harold 
M Groves, Mad.son, a number of the 
legislative interim committee on un- 
employment, in a, labor day speech 
here yesterday. 


Employers would build up reserve 


funds out of earnings under the 
plan advocated by Assemblyman 
Groves, a professor of economics at 
the University of Wisconsin. The 
task of preventing 
unemployment 


would thus be placed upon the em- 
ployer and any depletion in the re- 
serve fund would be a penalty for 
irregular employment, he said. 


Prof. Groves cited the Instance of 


16 Rochester, N. T. employers who 
sucessfully adopted the 
unemploy- 


ment reserve plan for 26,000 work- 
men. 
Declaring unemployment a human 


Institution to b« cured by similar 
institutions, Prof. 
Groves named 


faulty distribution and 
unemploy- 


ment as labor's two most 
difficult 


problems. 


"Outstanding among the 
things 


which ciy out for a. remedy," he 
said, "is our bad distribution of 
wealth and our failure to distribute 
a great deal that 
our Industrial 


equipment produces or has the ca- 
pacity to produce." 


"The second major problem is un- 


employment which bears down on 
the worker in many ways, the most 
obvious of which is to rob him of 
his wages. Curiously enough, and 
unfortunately, the worker does not 
reckon his pay in terms of what he 
gets during a. year. He reckons the 
pay by what he gets for an hour's 
work. 
"Thus carpenters are supposed to 


be well paid, yet I know of one 
city In Wisconsin where In 1929 car- 
penters paid $1.10 an hour earned 
less on the average than $1,100 a 
year," he explained. 


Prof. Groves warned that event- 


ually labor will demand that salaries 
be substituted for wages and that 
this demand will be fortified by leg- 
islation and organization. 


"Wisconsin led the way in enact- 


ment of safety legislation, the man- 
datory minimum wage law for wo- 
men, 
the Industrial cmmission, re-
